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THE NORTHFIELD AWARD SIGNIFICANT SERVICE 
TO BE AWARDED BY NORTHFIELD SCHOOLS 
WAS INAUGURATED AT MT. HERMON FIRST

classes ever to leave the Semin- 
ay and Mt. Hermon, the publicity 
of the seme. in the daily and 
‘weekly papers throughout the 
country has focused much at- 
tention on the schools them- 
selves.

But the crux of the whole sit- 
uation is to be found in the char- 
acter of the young men and wo- 
men who have gone forth in the 
world to make a place for them- 
selves by unselfish service and to 
find fame and glory in their pro- 
fessions.

The list 
of those in public life is increas- 
ing daily and the alumni and 
alumnae now include many 
whose names are known every- 
where for “significant service.” | 

As a secondary school, no de- 
grees can be given by the cor- 
poration, but mindful of the 
splendid record of many of its 
graduates, the schools have in- 
augurated the “Northfield Award 
for Significant Service” and its 
purpose will be to bestow it up- 
on its graduates who deserve it 
for most unusual and exception- 
al endeavor. 

At Mt. Hermon, the award was 
first bestowed during the recent 
commencement at class day ex- 
ercises when Sam Higginbottom, 
a graduate of Hermon and now 
President of Allahabad Christian 
college im India, was given the 
award. The award laid in a beau- 
tiful leather case read as stated 
in our illustration.

In accepting the Northfield 
award, Dr. WHigginbottom re 
sponded in the following words: 

“In accepting this Northfield 
eward I wish to state that 
schools sehdom get the credit 
they deserve. Colleges and uni- 
versities receive it, but not the 
secondary schools. Mount Her- 
mon school takes high place 
among those that should receive 
credit of many of the fine results 
obtained by their alumni in later 
life. 

‘Giladly do I bear that testi- 
mony and give high credit to 
Mount Hermon. I owe her a debt 
I can never repay. She took me 
in, a poor unlettered immigrant 
boy. She poured her very best 
into me. How good and signifi- 
cant that best was! She set my 
feet in the paths of true learning. 
That ie a good thing, but she did 
ater. Ghe gave me a philoso- 
phy of Kfe founded upon the 
true wisdom of God—right Hv- 
ing, getting abong with one’s self, 
how to keep one’s self-reapect, 


Dwight L. Moody as one of the 
fundamentals of the school, and 
the farsighted wisdom of it is 
seen in its inclusion in many 
other educational institutions 
since that time. A Hermonite 
recognizes the value of manual 
labor not merely as an educa- 
tional principle, but as a part of 
life. 

“A one-tined fork is also a 
part of the symbolism of this 
little pin. That is a queer thing, 
many would say. As all Hermon 
men know, it represents the im- 
possible—to eat soup with a one- 
tined fork, as Mr. Moody put it. 
We are supposed to go out and 
do what no others have done. It 
is the pioneer spirit that is de- 
manded. It is not smooth; it is 
not calculating. It is tackling a 
real job that must be done. That 
is the challenge to us men of 
‘Hermon. 

“Then there is the keystone, 
that which supports and binds 
society together. We can not be 
coldly scientific. ‘Hermonites 
must somehow or other bring 
the warmth of human person- 
ality {into their work. Christ 


taught the value of personality,- 


and so must we emphasize co- 
operation in all our relationships 
of work and play. People are 
alike more than they are unlike 
fundamentally. The keystone 
represents that which holds so0- 
clety up and together. . 

“The fountain top stands for 
vision. In the book of Joe! we 
read that ‘old men shall dream 
dreams, and young men shall see 
visions.’ It isn’t enough for Her- 
mon men to rebuild the old; they 
must create anew. With a vision 
amd a perspective, they must use 
that which is best in the past 
as they ouild the new. The 
world today needs men of vision, 
such as can see clearly what is 
right and just and then work 
hard for its accomplishment. It 
is the hilltop, the Mount of 
Transfiguration called Mount 
Hermon that men need in this 
world of ours. It needs the c 
takclear vision of Christ and His 
determination to rectify the 
‘wrong and build the Kingr of 
God on earth. 

“On the summit of the hilitop 
a diamond is set to light the 
world. It is interesting to note 
that the figures of light and salt 
which our Lord used are of 
value only. when they spend 
themselves. ‘He that lhoseth his 
Hfe shall find it.’ So it is with 
us. HK js the abiding spiritual 
values learned here on the Hill 
that encourage us to go out Into 
the world in Mves of service. 


“The world is desperately in 
need of men and women of char- 
acter. Knowledge alone won't 
save it. Only as men are infused 
with the spirit of the living 
Christ can they serve their fel- 
lowmen. Mount Hermon today 
prepares men for this life-giving 
service. May she always, like the 
Star of old, lighten the paths of 
mankind.”

By A_ Journalist 
Makes Appearance 


There has just .been issued 
from the press of the Fleming 
H. Revell Co. of New York, a 
new book entitled, The Meaning 
of Moody, written by a journe}- 
it, P. Whitwell Wilson, the au- 
thor of previous books on The 
Christ We Forget and General 
Evangeline Booth. In a_ brief 
Statement outlining the contents 
of the book, the publisher prints 
that “the good that was in 
Dwight L. Moody was not in 
terred with his bones. As that 
vederan journalist, P. W. Wilson, 
sees him in retrospect and combs 
the years since he “entered into 
; glory,” the influence of the great 
evangelist still survives, Not only 
in the material structures at 
Northfleld and elsewher, but, as 
seems more to the purpose of his 
being, he is seen today in the 
lives of men who never heard or 
saw him and who have never 
been to Northfield.” 

In acknowledgement the author 
thanks for encouragement, the 
late Dr. John McDowell and Mr. 
Albert E. ‘Roberts. Same five 
hundred copies of the book have 
already been distributed here 
and a constant demand is evi- 
dent. It is on the shelves at the 
Bookstore.

Storm Last Sunday 
Short But Severe 
Bolt Kills 7 Cows 


The heat of ltast Sunday 
brought a terrific storm ebout 
the noon hour, when the wind 
let loose and rain fell in torrents. 
Lightning played about and a 
sharp and severe bolt that was 
clearly felt about (Bast Northfield 
was found to have struck at Ver- 
non on the Miller Dairy Farm 
on the main highway west of the 
Vernon dam. 

In a pasture south of the barns 
were about thirty fine head of 
Holstein cattle, many prized and 
with records. With the oncom- 
ing rain they traveled together 
into a wooded part of the pas- 
ture and here into this herd, the 
bolt brought instant .death to 
seven of them. Mr. Miller did not 
know of the loss until nightfall, 
when at milking time his son 
went for the cows and made the 
discovery. Dr. David Hopkins, 
the veterinarian, was called, who 
found the remainder of the herd 
in good condition and none of 
the cows, including those killed 
showed any marks of the electri- 
cal bolt. To a Press representa- 
tive Mr. Miller stated that his 
loss was covered by insurance. 
It was a violent storm but of 
brief duration.

Moody based on the present evi- 
| dences of the past existence of 
the great evangelist. 

Moody’s” statement that his 
death would see him more alive 
on earth than ever before is con- 
sidered from the present outlook 
of 39 years later. Representative 
personalities are mentioned: 
Grenfell, Mott, and Booth-Tay- 
lor; great institutions are sketch- 
ed: the Y.M.C.A., the Northfield 
Schools, the Bible Institute; all 
these high points and broad sur- 
faces of our present time found 
much of their impetus from their 
points of contact with this man 
of generations ago. 

The book shows Moody laying 
much of the foundation for the 


present drawing-together of vari-| 


ous religious creeds. Though the 
church which he joined was 
Congregational, he limited him- 
self not at all to that denomina- 
tion in his work; he held the 
Unitarians in deep gratitude be- 
cause of the seatvice which a 
minister of that church had ren- 
‘dered to his family in its dark 
hour of financiak need, he 
brought the Anglican’ church 
into his sphere of influence on 
his trips to England, and he 
evem campaigned for the erec- 
tion of a Roman Catholic church 
in his own home town of North- 
fled. The man of today often 
claims Moody as a member of 
his own limited creed, not realiz- 
ing that all creeds give him the 
same honored place in which he 
has seen the great worker -in 
souls installed within his fleld. 
This author has brought out 
the various phases of Moody's 
life to show what a truly success- 
ful life it was, Starting as an un- 
lettered country youth burdened 
with all the bitter poverty of a 
fatherless home; feeling the call 
to a new life, but scorned by the 
church for a time as being un- 
worthy of the sacred rites; try- 
ing to bring the most needy to 
Christ, but being told that his 
group of eager listeners was too 
uncouth to enter the portals of 
the house of God; all these hind- 
erancs should have been enough 
to cripple his work for the 
Lord, but we see the ability 
which had made a axcessful 
start in the realms of trade trans- 
figured by his Master into a 
moving religious force which 
was to influence the world.”

There are now 98 town forests 
in the state of Massachusetts 
which aggregate over 30,000 
acres of land on which more 
than 5,000,000 trees have been 
planted, Westfield and Russell in 
Western Massachusetts have 
found these town forests to be a 
profitable venture and now Am- 
herst is seriously considering 
the project. Why not a town for- 
est for Northfield? We haven't 
space to enumerate all the privi- 
ieges but we do know it is a 
profitable venture for any com- 
munity. The commonwealth will 
assist towns in the management 
of town forests, they are tax free, 
the state furnishes the trees for 
their planting, aids in their pre- 
servation and helps in fire con- 
trol. The town: retains control of 
its management. How about some 
resident or residents hooking in- 
to the matter. Let’s think about 
it, talk about it, and when the 
time comes, turn some of our 
woodlands into a town forest. 


The Western Massachusetts 
Visitors’ association beHeves the 
time has come when the cooper- 
ation of all citizens in the three 
counties of Hampden, Hamp- 
shire and Franklin is needed to 
preserve the present income 
from tourists and to increase it 
by making known the assets of 
the region.

You folks no doubt have heard 
one or more of the old gags 
about being as busy as “a hen 
with one chick,” ‘a one-armed 
painter with the itch,” etc., Wel, 
I have been thinking they can’t 
compare with a back yard gard 
ener keeping ahead of the pesky 


sta, 

You think this one or that one 
is well under control and, bloo- 
ey, something else breaks out 
some place else. 

J started some of the cultivated 
blueberries this spring. Being a 
geat lover of blueberry moffins, 
and blueberries and cream, I de- 
cided to make an extra effort to 
keep them coming well. Then 
last night I found a dead branch, 
broke it off, and there inside 
was a (word deleted by the edi- 
tor) stem borer. But thank heav- 
ens my blueberry leaflet says 
that these can be kept under con- 
trol] by breaking off the dead 
stems and killing the borers. The 
only thing is to break them off 
before the borer gets a chance 
to get down into the roots. 

Well so it goes. Your roses get 
black beaf spot; your iris is paid 
a visit by the borer; your peon- 
fes get the blight; your holly- 
hocks get the rust; in fact, I 
dream about controlling pests 
amd Gseases. 

(or fat black leaf spot of 
roses) ie best recommendation, 
they say, is to dust with sulfur 
righ! now, Pordeaux mixture is 
much better teat it leaves an un- 

sightly deposit on the leaves 
which you dént went when your 
bushes are in bloom,

find hi mand squash jim. 

Peony blight is largely con- 
Irnlied by sanitation, except in

early spring when it is advisable 
to spray with bordeaux. 


Hollyhock rust you control by 
dusting with sulfur. And of 
course garden ‘sanitation is 


mighty important for this. 

With your iris—to kiN that 
borer, as soon as the iris have 
finished their growth this year, 
dig them up, dig out the borers, 
and treat the iris with corrosive 
sublimate — one part in one 
thousand parts of ‘water—for 
30 minutes. 

And then one other thing that 
you might be doing right now 
is saving seeds from your del- 
phiniums, your foxgloves, and 
similar perennials. If you plant 
these seeds now, they will germ- 
inate soon. Then you transplant 
them out again into rows where 
they can winter over. And next 
spring you will have some nice 
plants all your own to put into a 
permanent place.
